Governor Stokea, In bin annual meea- 
age to the Legislature, says on the aub- 
Jeet of taxation: 

** The execution of car tax laws re- 
ntalna unsatisfactory, Inequality of 
valuations. the eeeapo of personal prop¬ 
erty, and various forma of tax evasions 
are Intensifying the dissatisfaction. 
Whatever theory may be held as to the 
wisdom of taxing personal property, that 
•object la not a question of debate so 
long aa our oonatltutlon requires It to be 
taxed. OlBoera of tbe law have no 
oholee In tbla matter but to exeoute tbe 
law. Personal property bas multiplied 
rapidly In tbe last decade, not j only, 
through increased production, but 
through the various forma of bond and 
•took Issues. Oor tax levies, however,* 
falsify this well-known fact. The per 
eaplta value of assessed personal prop¬ 
erty In 1879 was 8114; lo 1904 It wae372L 
Tbla statement needs no comment. Tbe 
assessed value of our real property In-. 
creased from 9427,000,010 In 1879 to 
9919,182,594 in 1904, over 110 per cent. 
Our assessed personal property In 1879 
was 9129,000,000, end In 1904 9158,244,- 
987, sn Increase of less than twenty per 
oent. 

,*< According to tbC ocntus reports and 
other statistical data, we bad at the last 
census tangible personal property In the 
State amounting to*9638,0J0,000, and to 
this can bemadde d Int angible^ personal 
property, consisting of trust company, 
bank stock sod Insurance values, 
amounting to 9120,000,000, making tbe 
total over 9660,000, as against an assess¬ 
ment of 8153,244,987, and tbla does not 
Include over 8200,000,000 of oosb de¬ 
posits, which some bold merely repre¬ 
sent other form of property. Appa¬ 
rently nearly $500,000,000 of tangible 
personal property esoapss tbe assessor. 
This Is about 50 per cent, of tbe present 
assessed valuations of all property In 
tbe State, and, If assessed, should re¬ 
sult In reducing tbe tax rate 83 1-3 per 
cent, on tbe present basis of expendi¬ 
ture. Beal estate Is clearly bearing an 
unfair share of taxatloo, and persons of 
Bmall means a larger proportion of taxee 
than tbe well-to-do. A vast deal of 
p ropert y now escapee through lack of 
courage~or tbrougb favoritism on tbe 
part of officials.
